Firemen, Unconscious fro 


By Rescue Squad 


Nine firemen were overcome by smoke 
in a fire in the subcellar of the Federal 
Building last evening. So dense was 
the smoke from, a’ comparatively harm- 
less blaze that the fire could not be ex- 
tinguished until the members of the 
rescue squad, protected by their oxygen 
helmets, entered the subcellar and 
fought it at close range.

9:59 train on the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Raflroad for the municipal ferry 
at St. George. By error they turned 
into Canal Street and reached the tracks 
to find themselves a block away from 
the station platform. Having but a few 
minutes and not wishing to go back 
and around, they started along the 
trecks just as the train from South 
Beach in charge of Engineer William 
Cowan came along behind them. 

The -road runs through a narrow 
canyon, its walls formed by the build- 
ings which hem in the rails on either 
aide; the wind was howling loudly and 
neither the man nor the girl heard the 
train. Cowan saw them just as he was 
braking for a stop at the station, but he 
still was making good speed, when the 
pair, roused by the shriek of his whistle, 
glanced around. ’ 

They saw the oncoming train, and the 
glare of its engine picked out for them 
the gates at Canal Street, barring quick 
egress that way even had there been 
time to retrace their steps. They were 
too far from Water Street to make it 
even at a dead run. A train was com- 
ing in the-opposite direction, it was al- 
most as close, and there was no escap- 
ing to the other track. 

All that Leighton must have seen at a 
glance. He seized Miss Carson, flung 
her with all his might against the build- 
ing walls at the right, with scarce two 
feet between them and the tracks, and 
sought to leap himself.

After binding their victims and shut- 
ting them in a closet, the robbers put 
their pistols into their pockets and 
escaped from the building by a fire 
escape. . They emerged in Fifty-first 
Street and disappeared westward in a 
black taxicab that apparently had been 
waiting for them. 

The several thousand persons watch- 
ing the show had no idea that something 
was going on directly over theid heads 
which was much more exciting and real 
than the dramatic scenes they saw flick- 
ering b2fore them on the screen. 

After the show, the spectators filed 
out on Broadway without having heard 
the nolse of the robbery and escape, 
or without having been disturbed by 
the investigation of the police or the 
general commotion among the theatre 
attaches. The employes of a confection- 
ary shop on the first floor were in to- 
tal ignorance of the hold-up two hours 
after it had happened.

to the American delegation. 


Delay Does Not Alter Objection. 


Secretary Hughes, of course, under- 
a@tood quite well when the French pro- 
posal was submitted that it was not the 
intention of the’French to build the ten 
post-Jutiands right away, and that it

* gphould be started before 1925. 


Even the spreading of the suggested 
French program over a Jong period of 
time, under which the ships would not 
be completed before 1938 to 1941, made 
no difference In the essentials of the 
Situation from the American as well as 
the British and Italian points of view, 
for the reason that France is not re- 
garded as being entitled to a ratio of 
3.5 and any such allowance would be 
absolutely contrary to the spirit and the 
letter of the American plan for reduc- 
tion of naval armaments.

To permit the French to 
build 350,000 tons, when they now have 
not more than 164,500 tons of capital 
ships of the dreadnought type, wouid 
call for a doubling of the French bat- 
Cleship strength. Furthermore, the 
carrying out of the French suggested 
program for ten capital ships would en- 
able them to build ten post-Jutland 
ships of 35,000 tons each. 

Even if these were not completed until

@ay, such an allowance for France 
would give her a fleet 70 per cent. the

Secrecy Caused Complication.

It hap- 
pened that the British were the first 
to announce what the French had asked 
for. The announcement was made, it 
was said, under a conception that the 
matter was not secret at the time. As 
was natural, the British announcement 
was attended by British criticlam of 
the demand, and indirectly by the in- 
formation that the Britisn thought that 
1.7 was what the French should have. 

There are two reasons why it was 
unfortunate that the secrecy policy 

worked in this way. In the first ptace, 
the French asked for more than they 
expected to get, believing that they 
would be in a position to negotiate 
without being nailed to a position.

The second unfortunate reason lies in 
century-old political attitude of 
Frenchmen and Englishmen toward 
each other.

DUBLIN, Dec. 18.—‘‘ So far as it is 
humanly possible to predict, the Anglo-

the Dail, but he and other members re- 
fused to make any prediction as to the

Various votes in the recent sessions 
of the Dail have indicated that a 
large, majority of the members are with 
Griffith and Collins, but it was pointed 
out topight that many of the members 
might‘vote one way on a question of de- 
tail and another on a great question of 
principle. 

One outstanding fact which seems to 
emerge from the veil of secrecy covering 
the Dails action so far is that all of 
de Valera’s alternative schemes have 
been torn to pieces by the members. The 
plenipotentiaries also came in for some 
hard knocks because they did not carry 
out their instructions to the letter. How- 
ever, it seems to be fully realized that 
the envoys brought back from London 
all that could possibly be obtained, and 
more than any one expected.” 

It is now confirmed that if de Valera 
is dtfeated on the treaty, as he expects, 
he will lead the opposition party in the 
new Irish Parliament, leaving to the 
men who made the treaty full respon- 
sibility for putting it into effect.

RAID FOR ARMS IN BELFAST 


But Soldiers Open Fire and Capture 
Two of Six Sinn Feiners. 


BELFAST, Dec. 18 (Associated Press». 
—An attempted raid for arms on the 
Balmoral show grounds, which is under 
military occupatton, resulted in failure 
last night. During the night a motor 
lorry arrived at the show grounds and 
six men got out of it. hese men went 
to the railing, where they received rifles 
which were handed out to them by men 


inside the grounds. 

The authorities had reecived a warn- 
ing of the contemplated raid and had 
placed soldiers at vantage points in 
readiness for an attack. The soldiers 
opened fire on the raiders, two of whom 
were wounded and captured, 

The wounded men are declared to have 
been identified as Sinn Feiners from the 
Falls district. The authorities today 
were reticent concerning the situation, 
but it is believed that the soldiers to 
whom the overtures were made for the 
transfer of arms gave information to 
heir cfficers.

Six days later, dating his letter from | 


his house at Doorn, April 5, the Kaiser 
answered von Hindenburg as follows: 
My Dear Field Marshal: 

Warm thanks for your letter of the 
30th ult. You are right. “That is the 
hardest for me—to be forced to live 
abroad and with glowing soul to follow 
the frightful fate of our dear father- 
land, to which my | whole life’s work 
was dedicated, and ‘to be absent dur- 
ing the dark, ill-fated November days 
of 1918. 

As you know, I wrestled my way to 
the heavy, frightful decision to leave 
the country only on the urgent repre- 
sentations of you and of my other 


responsible advisers that in fais way | 


alone would it be possible to obtain 
more favorable armistice conditions 
for our country and spare it bloody 
civil war. 

The sacrifice has been in vain. Now 
as before the enemies let the German 
people suffer and do penance for the 
alleged guilt of ‘* Kaiseristic Ger- 
many.” 

in an endeavor to subordinate all 
personal considerations to Germany's 
welfare I keep myself completely in 
the background. I keep silent in face 
of all the lies and libels disseminated 
about me. I consider it beneath my 
dignity to defend myself against at- 
tacks and abuse. 

In line with this reticence I kept the 
historical tables mentioned by you 
strictly abjective and made them avail- 
able only to my most intimate circle 
of acquaintances. It is quite tncom- 
prehensible to me how, through indis- 
cretion or maybe theft, they have 
now become public. 

The intention guiding me in compil- 
ing the historic tables was this: 
Through the systematic recording of 
sober facts to bring together strictly 
historical material which would place 
the reader in position to form his own 
verdict regarding pre-war history. My 
most convincing sources incidentally 
I found in the post-war literature of 
members of enemy countries. I thank 
you for your suggestion to makw these 
now completed tables available to the 
German press. I shall comply with 
your advice. 

Truth will “break through, like an 
avalanche. Whoever does not want 
to be blind to the truth against his 
better knowledge must recognize that 
during the’ twenty-six years og my | 
reign before the war German foreign 
policy was shaped and directed only to 
maintain peace. It sought, absolutely 
and solely, the protection of the 
sacred home soll, threatened {[n the 
west and the east, as well as the 
peaceable development of our com- 
merce and national economy. 


Two Chances to Strike. 


Had we ever had war-like intentions 
we would have acted in 1900, when 
England was tied by the Boer war, or 
in 1905, when Russia was tied by the 
Japanese war, and when almost cer- 
tain victory beckoned us. 

But assuredly we: would not have 
picked out the year 1914 of all others 
when a united and oppressive supe- 
riority of force stood against us. 
Likewise, every unprejudiced person 
must say to himself that there was 
nothing in such a war for Germany, 
whereas our enemies could expect 


everything for their long-fixed goal 
of our annihilation. ~ 
That my and my Government's fer- 
vent endeavors in the critical July 
and August days of 1914 served ex- 
clusively the maintenance of peace 
the newest literary and documentary 
publications are more and more -prov- 
ing. The most forcible Proof thereof 
is Sazonoff's statement, “ the German 
Kaiser's love of peace guarantees that 





fair name in the community of nations. 
Furthermore, in advance it would 
arouse the impression desired and in- 
tended by the enemies as if the whole 
question of war guilt concerned only 
this one head of State and the one na- 
tion represented by him. 
Additionally, a non-partisan verdict 
| on the question of guilt is precluded 
if the trial is not extended to the 





heads of the States and the leading 
statesmen vf the enemy powers and 
their activities subjected to the same 
criticism and scrutiny. For the be- 
havior of an indiivdual State at the 
outbreak of the war can naturally 
only be rightly evaluated by consid- 
ering the behavior of its enemies. 

A real clearing up of the war guilt 
question, wherein Germany assuredly 
has no less interest than its enemies, 
could only take place in this manner, 
to wit: through an _ international, 
non-partisan forum; not individual 
personages to be judged and con- 
deroned, but all events which led to 
the World War, as well as all other 
violations of international law to be 
ascertained by such forum or body in 
order théreafter to rightly apportion 
the blame of the participating powers. 

Such a proposal was officially made 
by Germany after the war's end, but 
so far as is known to me it was partly 
answered with a refusal by the ene- 
mies and partly not answered at all. 
Germany, moreover, right after the 
war, opened its archives without limi- 
tation or reservation, whereas the 
league of enemies so far have sedu- 





lously taken care not to follow this 
example. Secret documents from the 
Russian archives, now. being published 
in America, are — the beginning 
thereto. This behavior of the enemy 
league in itself gives a clue wherein 
the real blame for the war is to be 
sought! 

For Germany, however, it is proving 
all the more imperative duty with all 
means to gather all possible material 
regarding the war guilt question, to 
sift and publish it in order thereby to 
show up thé real authors of the war. 

A turn for the worse has unfortu- 
nately taken place in Her Majesty's 
health. My heart contracts with the 
most painful anxiety. Gott mit uns!

Urgent Reasons for Change. 


The urgent reasons for a change in 
the system of city government now in 
force are apparent, and may be sum- | 
marized as foilows: 


‘ 1.—FINANCIAL. i 
The maintenance of the city in a sound 
financial condition, with a credit equal 
to meeting its public necessities, is of 
the first importance to the, municipality 
and its citizens and to the State. The 
city debt has increased every year since 
the city was organized. The gross 
funded debt in 1898 was $344,000,000, of 
which $212,000,00U had been incurred for 
non-revenue producing purposes. . This 
debt (exclusive of general €und bonds) 
had increased in 1921 to $1,246,000,000, 
of which $835,000,000 was non-revenue 
vroducing.

RECONSTRUCTION IS URGED 


Leaders Assert Need Is Not 80 Much 
Food as Enabling People to 
Care for Themselves,

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—Several 
hundred Jews from four States and the 
District of Columbia met today the 
Jewish Relief Conference in the Belle- 
vue-Stratford Hotel for the Inauguration 
of a $14,000,000 nation-wide campaign 
for the relief of Jews in Eastern Eu- 
rope. 

Felix Warburg, Chairman of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, reported that 
Poland is in better shape in regard to 
food conditions, but that the keeping 
alive of its people is not so much the 
problem at hand. He said that so far 
not one cent had been spent for the 
purpose of enabling the sufferers to be- 
come self-supporting and self-respecting, 
which was what they all wished. It is 
intended that the money be spent to 
a certain extent upon materials, seed, 
agricultural implements and_ things 
which will enable them to gain a new 
foothold. 

James Becker, former agent of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, stirred the 
audience by a description of conditions 
in Russia today. He spoke of perpe- 
trators of terrible pogroms in which 
Jews were robbed, stapbed, their women 
outraged and their children tortured by 
bands of lawless men who are the ter- 
ror of Russia. 

‘* When you consider that all the or- 
phans in the United States total but 
7,000,’ said Mr. Becker, ‘you will rea- 
lize the tremendous problem that the 
60,000 in Poland present. They are not 
beggars; they want to help themselves. 
The problem mm Poland is reconstruc- 
tion.’’

| EARTHQUAKE IS RECORDED. 


Disturbance 2,500 Miles South of 
Washington Is ‘‘Very Severe.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—An earth- 
quake described as ‘‘ very severe’’ was 
recorded today on’ the seismograph at 
Georgetown University, beginning at 
10:37 A. M. and continuing until about 
noon. Father Torndorf of the university 
estimated the direction as south of 
Washington at a distance of approxi- 
mately 2,500 miles. 


The earthquake shocks also were re- 
corded on a seismograph in this city. 
The Rev. J. J. Lynch, director of the 
Fordham seismograph station, reported 
that his machine recorded three shocks. 
with minor disturbances extending over 
a half an hour. The first was at 10:37 
lo’ ‘clock in the morning. The second and 
|more severe was at 10:43 and continued 
for several seconds. The third was at 
10:46 o’clock. Father Lynch estimated 
thet the earthyuake was about 2,650 
|miles to the south or southwest and 
|probably in Central or South America.

LENGTHENING HUMAN LIFE. 

Yhat the human span has been 
lengthened in America by ‘‘ probably 
five years ’’ during the brief period 
since 1909 does not at first sight seem 
credible, but the statement has the 
high authority of a committee of the 
American Engineering Council, ap- 
pointed by Secretary Hoover, and is in 
line with other recent developments: 
The decrease in infant mortality is the 
leading factor, for many or most of 
the children who are saved have lives 
of the normal length. Another factor 
of ‘importance is the reduction of pre- 
ventable sickness by means of sanita- 
tion and medical care. Twelve years 
ago Professor IRvING FisHErR found 
that at any given time the number of 
the seriously {ll averaged 3,000,000, 
42 per cent. of the cases belng pre- 
| ventable. Secretary HooverR’s com- 
imittee finds that the number has 
already been reduced to 2,400,000. 

The committee also concludes that 
** the national vitality ts increasing.’’

Universities 
that have kept. physical records over a 
considerable period, as Vassar, Har- 
vard and Yale, have arrived at the | 
same conclusion.

CHILE AND PERU. . 


Opposition to the Proposed Plebiscite 
In the Latter Country. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The plebiscite established by the treaty 
of Ancon, Oct. 20, 1883, should have 
taken place in the year ‘1894. But the 
Chilean Government has avoided it be- 
cause this plebiscite and this opportunity 
would have meant the triumph of the 
Peruvian rights and the continuation of 
these provinces under the sovereignty of 
Peru. During the last 27 years the 
Chilean Government, against the letter 
and the spirit of the treaty, has pr- 
secuted and banished the Peruvian pop- 
ulation. And the proposal of the 
Chilean Government of putting into ef- 
fect now a treaty that has been violated 
during thirty years and of realizing 
the plebiscite when the Peruvian popula- 
tion has been ousted may be consid- 
ered as diplomatic irony, or rather a 
oo joke. The public of the United 
States must remember these concrete 
facts: 

1. That the Pacific question embraces 
not only the question of Tacna and 
Arica, but also the question of Tarapaca 
and a port for Bolivia, because Tara- 
Daca was annexed to Chilean territory 
only by force against the will of the 
natives and against the principle of self- 
determination and Bolivia has been de- 
prived of her outlet to the sea. 

2. That the treaty of Ancon that gave 
to Chile the section of Tarapaca was a 


: covenant in which the rights 
of Chile were subordinated to the con- 
dition of the accomplishment of her 
ubligations, and because of the attitude 
of Chile in preventing the plebiscite, 
occupying these provinces after the 
term fixed tn the treaty and depriving 
that the treaty of Ancon conferred upon 
them, this condition has not been ad- 
hered to and the treaty ought to be con- 
sidered now, from the judicial point of 


the Peruvian population of the rights 
view, null and void. 


3. That Peru has proposed arbitration 
to settle the question regarding the 
plebiscite and Chile has never accepted 
such arbitration. The protocol signed 
in 1898 was approved by Peru and was 
practically repealed by the Chamber of 
Deputies in Chile, and after that Chile 
started a campaign against the principle 
of arbitration the 
Congress. 

4. That the Chilean Government, after 
indefinite postponement and the prac- 
tical repeal of the treaty of 1898 estab- 
lishing arbitration in the Tacna-Arica 
question, began the work called Chileni-

zation; that is, the closing of Peruvian |

The 
Chilean policy is to present the Pacific 
questioh as a fait accompli fo the 
future international meetings, but I am 
conyinced that no right thinking man 
and no eivilized country” will support 
this insidious policy.

HE DISCREDITS THE REPORT 


Says He Has Received No -Such 
Cable and Will Go to Constan- 
tinople to Investigate. 


ATHENS, Dec. 18—The Holy Synod fn 
Constantinople, according to a dispatch 
received here, has telegraphed Arch- 
bishop Meletios Metaxakis, who is now 
in New York. and- who recently was 
elected Patriiirch of the Greek Orthodox 
Church in Constantin6ple, as follows: 


“* Your recent election to the Patri- 
archate was held contrary to the canons 
of the Church, and therefore is illegal. 
A majority of the Synod felt compelled 
to absent themselves from the electoral 
assembly and entrusted the question to 
the superior body administéring the 
Ecumenical Patriarchate, which agreed 
to meet again to consider what future 
action was necessary. ‘ 

‘* We feel confident that the greatness 
of your love for the Church and nation 
will guide your attitude in this matter.”’ 


A dispatch from Constantinople last 
Wednesday said the Sublime Porte had 
notified the Allies that Archbishop Me- 
taxakis was ineligible for the office of 
Patriarch according to the Ottoman Con- 
stitution, and that the Turkish Govern- 
ment therefore refused to recognize the 
legality of his election. 

The Archbishop said last night that 
up to that time he had received no 
cablegram declaring hig election invalid. 
He declared that, whether he received 
it or not, he would go to Constantinople 
and that he would start within ten 
dave, as he had already planned. He 
said that no cablegram would seg 2 him 
from returning, and that if on his ar- 
rival he feund the legality of his elec- 
tion was still disputed he. would devote 
himself to making an examination of 
the entire matter. He said he bellaved 
that the,action reported in the Athens 
dispatch was the work of the seven 
archbishops who resigned from the Holy 
Synod hefcre his election because they 
were of the opinion that the electton 
should he postponed. 

Meletios explained that two bodles had 
to act in the election of an Ecumenical 
Patriarch of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church. Both hold their meetings 
at Constantinople. The first is known 
as the General Assembly and consists of 
100 laymen and all the Archbishops at 
that time in Constantinoplé. The sec- 
ond ts the Holy Synod, which consists 
of twelye Archbishops. ‘The first body 
made three nominations, and Meletios 
was one. Then the Holy Synod met and 
considered the three, electing Meletios. 

Ac the election of a patriarch all the 
Archbishops present in Constantinople 
have the right to vote in the Holv 
Synod. Twenty-five Archbishops were 
present.*Seven having resigned, eighteen 
cast a ballot. Of these elghteen, sixteen 
voted for Meletios. This information 
came to him through private dispatches. 

The cable message which Meletios re- 
ceived under date of Dec. 16 from Con- 
stantinople was addressed to ‘‘ His Ho- 
liness, Meletios,’” and was as follows: 

‘By unanimous vote of clergymen and 
laymen you are elected to the apostolic 
ecumenical throne. Announcing with 
pleasure this election, these two bodies 
respectfully congratulate you, begging 
your benediction. Please announce to 
us when it is possible for you to come

IN BAD CONDITION 


Women’s Committee Reports 
Result of Second Inspection, 
Made After Vacation. 


ONLY A FEW ARE IMPROVED 


Twenty of Twenty-three Bulldings 
Listed as Bad Are Unchanged— 
But One Fire Menace Removed. 


The committee of women of civic and 
non-political organizations, headed bv 
Mrs. Hogers H. Bacon, which visited 
forty school buildings last Spring. and 
muade public its findings, has ,revisited 
the buildings and in a report made pub- 
lic yesterday says that while some 
schools show Improvement, the buildings 
are still generally in bad condition. 

The report was sent to President 
Anning 8. Prall of the Board of Edu- 
cation, Mayor Hylan and other school 
and city officials by Mrs. Bacon, Chair- 
man of the Plan and Program Com- 
mittee. The committee includes repre- 
sentatives of the Women’s Municipal 
League, National Civic Federation, 
Civitas Club, Women's City Club, Coun- 
cll of Jewish Women, New York Sec- 
tion; Public Education Association, 
League of Catholic Women, New York 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, New York 
State Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Clubs and New York 
City League of Women Voters: 

The inquiry covered general comdii- 
tions, repairs, sanitation, ventilation 
and lighting, fire protection and rest 
rooms for teachers. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the report is that there has been im- 
provement against fire hazards in only 
one of the schools criticised in the orig- 
inal report. Last Spring, of the build- 
ings reported on, eleven were described 
as a definite menace in case of fire, 
twelve as having only fair fire protec- 
tion and only ten as having adequate 
fire protection. 

Improvement in Only One Case, 

In the revisits, twenty of the twenty- 
three listed as bad and only fair re- 
mained unchanged after the Summer 
vacation, when improvements should 
have been made, it was said. ‘‘In two 
cases new buildings were soon to be 
used, and {fn one additional fire es- 
capes had been added,’’ the report con- 
tinued. ‘‘Improvement, then, is ac- 
tually shown in only one instance.” 

Practically no improvement in play 
facilities has been noted by the inves- 
tigators. In the original re ort thirty- 
seven schools were reported on as to 
play facilities; twenty-seven had poor 
indoor play facilities and twenty-one 
had no play space at all. Practically

reported as having some repairs but not 
enough, eight were unchanged save in 
three cases where leaking roofs had been 
taken care of and ten were reported as 
in satisfactory condition of repair. 

Last Spring thirteen of thirty-seven 
buildings reported on as to lighting and 
ventilation were described as poor and 
inadequate in this regard, nine as fair 
and fifteen as satisfactory. In the re- 
survey eighteen of the twenty-two build- 
ings described as poor or fair were un- 
changed. In four buildings electric 
lights had been or were being installed 
and in two some improvement had been 
made in the ventilation. ; 

Here {s a summary of conditions found 
in some of the schools: 

Public School 11, 314 West Seventeenth 
Street, erected ninety years ago. The 
original report said it had no repairs in 
three years, that it was dingy and dark, 
needing _— and general cleaning; 
lighting fair and ventilation poor an 
the two rest rooms for teachers very 
poorly equipped and quite unfit for their 
purpose. e revisit showed that paint- 
ing had been done in conspicuous places, 
that there was a large accumulation of 
inflammable rubbish in play space in 
basement, which is a bad fire hazard, 
and that other bad conditions noted Th 
first visit were unchanged. 


One School Called-a Disgrace. 


Public School No. 51, 519 Weat Forty- 
fourth Street, built sixty-three years 
ago. The original report said that the 
plumbing was poor, out of repair and 
really beyond repair, as a modern system 


should have been installed. On revisit- 
ing it the investigator found that no 
repairs had been made, although the 
front door had been painted green. 
‘* School. is in unspeakably bad condi- 
tion,’’ the report continued. ** Paint } 
peeling off walls in large patches, rall- ; 
ings are off stairways, bricks falling } 
out of mason work on first floor. School 
is dingy, dark and insanmtary. Is a 


disgrace.”’ | 

Public School No. 106, Lafayette | 
Street, built eighty years ago. Last! 
Spring the school was said to be in as} 
bad condition as any in the city, with 
small, badly lignted and _ ventilated 
rooms, opening on courts and condition 
of walls * fearful.'’ A large percentage 
of defective eyesight among children. 
Fire escapes inadequate, plumbing of 
the oldest variety and insufficient play 
Space. ‘‘ No improvement except paint,’’ 
was the comment on the second visit. 
‘‘Kindergarten is still sitting on the 
floor.”’ 

Julia Richman High School, 60 West 
Thirteenth Street. ‘‘ This school is so 
notoriously bad that it is scarcely neces: | 
sary to describe it,’’ the original report 
said. ‘‘A firetrap. It should be con- | 
demned.”’ A revisit showed that elec- | 
tricity had been installed, that some 
painting was being done but “ every-| 
thing ever said about the building seems { 
still to be true.

The great object is to put the family 
back on its feet. The organizations in 
every way seek to help them to solve 
their preblems. The families as a rule 
aie in a receivership temporarily, and 
the effort is to make going concerns of 
them again. The _purp_ses in mind 
when the —_—— of the famili-s in the 
Hundred Neediest Cases are made up 
are expleined as follows in a statement 
bed the Association for Improving the 
ondition of the Poor: 

** Rent is more or less arbitrarily fixed 
on what the family is already paying, 
though, if the rooms are insanitaiy and 
other quarters can be found, our prin- 
ciple is to move the family to uarters 
more conducive to health.

must remain in dark basements, or peo-

| Italy Resumes Parleys With Angora. 


| CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 18 (Asso- 
clated Press).—The last French outposts 
i; have been withdrawn behind Paias, in 


| Northern Syria, and the whole of Cilicia 
has been restored to Turkish administra- 
tion. All British subjects have departed 
from the country on the crulser Concord. 

The Italian Consul at Alepro, Signor 
' Gautierl, has arrived at Adana to pro- 
tect Italian interests. Apart from the 
numerous Italian colony at Mersina, 
hundreds of Italian workers are em- 
ployed on the Bagdad railroad. 

Captain Nacaratoo has succeeded Sig- 
nor Tuzzi as Italian Commisisoner git 
Angora to resume the negotiations be- 
tween the two G@vernment which were 
recently reported to have broken down 
after a deadlock had been reached. 

The Turkish aNtionalists are said to be 
making strong efforts to prevent a total 
rupture. They are reported to have 
yielded practically all the demands for- 
mulated by the Italian Government, but 
remain adamant respecting capitula- 
tions. The Turks have granted conces- 
sions for the construction of port facili- 
ties at Adalia and Scalanova by Italian 
capitalists and will also permit the open- 
ing of schools within the Italian zone. 


AID CILICIAN CHRISTIANS. 


Hughes Says American Representa- 
tives Keep in Touch With Conditions 


Secretary of State Hughes has notified 
the Right Rev. James H. Darlington, 
Episcopal Bishop of Harrisburg, that 
steps have been taken to protect Chris- 
tians in Cilicia, who, it igs reported, have 
; been recently sub jected to outrages by 
the Turks. A letter from Secretary 
Hughes to Biship Darlington, made pub- 
lic Rhema grad at the Missions House, 281 
Fourth Avenue, follows: 

My Dear Bishop Darlington: 
somewhat tardy in acknowledging your 
letter of Nov. 26, stating that you have 
received a telegram from the Acting Pa- 
triarch of Constantinople with reference 
to the situation of the Greeks and Ar- 
menians in Turkey and inquiring wheth- 
er a word could not be spoken in their 
behalf to the French delegation in 
Washington. ' 

In reply, I am glad to say that, ac- 
cording to our present information, pro- 
ceedings have n taken to secure the 
protection of ethnical minorities in Cilf- 
cia. I may add that our representatives 
in Turkey and Syria have availed them- 
selves of such means as may be at their 
disposal to keep in touch with the situa- 
tion and to exert their influence in fa- 
vor of peace and order.

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WOMEN’S CAMPAIGN 
FOR BILL OF RIGHTS 


Plan Drive In Nine States 
for Action by the 
Legislatures. 


ASK EQUALITY WITH MEN 


Demand Eligibility for Any Office, 
Jury Service and Freedom 
af Contract. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Campaigns 
in nine States for the passage of the 
Woman’s Party’s “ bill of rights’’ were 
announced today following a meeting 
of the National Council of the party 
here. The nine States, in each of which 
the State Legislature convenes early 
in January, are: New York, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
Virginia, Maryland, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi and South Carolina. 

These State campaigns under the di- 
rection of State and district officers of 
the Woman’s Party will be waged simul- 
tanebusly with the campaign for a na- 
tional ‘‘ equal rights ’’ amendment to be 
introduced at the present session of 
Congress. 

The State bill, in the form approved 
by the legal advisers of the Woman’s 
Party and formally passed upon by the 
National Council at its meeting here, is 
designed to give women ‘‘the same 


rights, privileges and immunities under 
the law as men” and to abrogate in 
every respect ‘‘ the common law disa- 
bilities of women.’

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 18.—A cup 
of hot cocoa or hot milk is to bé served 
free every forenoon “to any Mas- 
sachusetts Institute af Technology stu- 
dent who wishes it. Dr. G. W. Morse. 
head of the medical department of the 
institute, has discovered through a sys- 


tem of physical examinations that about 
40 per cent. of the students are improp- 
erly nourished. 

“Many of them,’’ he said tonight,

A tew weeks ago the pilanist’s wife, 
Signora Bufalettl, made the acquaint- 
ance of a Turkish lady whose position 
had brought her into close contact with 
the court of the Sultan. A friendship

How many anecdotes have I heard. of 
John G. Carlisle!

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Secretary of 
Labor Davis has ordered fines to the 
limit of the statutes assessed against 
the British Cunard Steamship Line, and 
| has asked the State Department to 
| make diplomatic representations to the 
'Fnglish Government against what he 
| Officially, classed as a “bold, and I 
believe, a knowing attempt on the part 
of the company to violate the immigra- 
.tion law, either because of the paltry 
profits to be gained thereby or to dis- 
credit our immigration policy.” 

The circumstance complained of arises 
out of the arrival, on Dec. 10 at New 
York of the liner Aquitania with 800 
Hungarian immigrants, despite that on 
| Dec. 1 the Immigration Bureau had an- 
; nounced to all steamship lines that the 
| quota of immigrants from Aungary le- 
gally entitled to enter the United States 
foo to July, 1922, was exhausted. Myr. 
| Davis has likewise ‘addressed a lettar 
;to Attorney General Daugherty, asking 
| for legal opinion as to what action can 
'be taken in ‘‘an appalling situation 
which has arisen by the reckless dis~ 
regard of the law by steamship com- 
panies,”’ 
; Sance the enforcement of the new Im- 
| Migration act, which limits the number 
|of aifens entitled to enter the United 
; States in any one year to a definite 
| Percentage of the number of that na~ 
tionality already resident in the United 
| States, the immigration authorities have 
been in practically constant controversy 
; with steamship lines, which they have 
charged with deliberate intent to make 
jthe law futile.

This vessel is said to 
jhave sailed from Cherbourg on or about 
Dec. 4, it being understood that the 
Hungarians were embarked at this port.

Davis said that in his opinion ‘*‘ the 
awful wrong being perpetrated on these 
poor aliens cannot be prevented except 
by the imposition of these fines. The 
heart of Americans is shocked at this 
mercenary practice and demands that 
some one be punished for the great 
wrong that is being done them.”’ 

‘‘I am giving instructions that fines 
be imposed,’’ Mr. Davis continued. ‘' Un- 
questionably opposition to this course 
will be made at the very threshold. Will 
ou be good enough to givé me your 
Opinion as to whether, under the law, 
fines may be properly imposed on theses 
steamship companies? "’ 

Mr. Davis further pointed out in the 
correspondence that he was acting under 
general statutes in ordering the fines 
imposed, and suggested that Congress 
should enact specific penalties to apply 
ito the quota situacion and make the 
enforcement more certain. 


Denies Plan to Violate the Law. 


Officials of the Cunard Line dented tee 
night the allegation of Secretary of 
Labor Davis that the line had deliber~ 
ately violated the immigration laws. 

‘““The Cunard Line,” declared P. W. 
Whatmough, General Passenger Agent, 
‘has at all times done its very best to 
comply with the requirements of the 
United States immigration laws. It has 
done nothing at any time to discredit 
such laws or the immigration policy of 
the Government.” 

When Mr. Whatmough was. asked 
about the arrival of 300 Hungarian im- 
migrants on the Aquitania Dec, 10, after 
the quota had been exhausted, he de- 
clined to -make any comment beyond ad- 
mitting that these aliens had arrived 
on the liner as specified, and were taken 
to Ellis Island. 

It was said yesterday that the 800 
Hungarians are still on Ellis Island and 
are appealing through the ppt eh an- 
gaged by their relatives against de- 
portation.

It was learned yesterday that the pro- 
test Is not so much on the question of 
increased locker fees, as was first stat- 
ed, but upon an increase in the greens 
fee from $5, the amount now charged, 
to an amount said to be $20; public 
course golfers declaring that they have 
been unabse to ascertain the exact

C. M. Atherion, former big league ball 
player, who is Chairman of the Tourna- 
ment Committee of the Newspaper Golf 
Club, stated last night that the members 
of his organization were not concerned 
over the increased locker fees from $5 


and $7.50 for lower and upper lockers, 
respectively, to a flat rate of $10. The 
whole controversy, he said, was based 
upon an unauthenticated but generally 
credited rumor that the city planned to 
increase the fees for using the public 
courses from 35 to $20, a 400 per cent. 
increase. . 


Where the Shoe Pinches. 


“We are willing to stand for the in- 
crease In locker fees,’’ said Mr. Ather- 
ton, “ provided we get the right kind of 
service. We are not willing, however, 
to stand for any such increase in the 
" greens fees, believing that it would 
mean that many players would be driven 
from the game because the cost would 
be prohibitive. We are not certain as 
to the amount of the increase. Some 
time ago we understood that an Increase 
was contemplated and a delegation was 
appointed to wait upon Park Commis- 
sioner Joseph P. Hennesy. We were un- 


able to get any definite word, but at 
that time it was ainted that an increase 
might be expected. 

‘When the public course was inaugu- 
rated, no fee was charged for the use 
of the links, but a short time after, 
the clubs decided that it would only be 
proper to contribute something for the 
use of the course Curing the season and 
an amount of $1 was suggested by them. 
Later this was raised to $5, the under- 
standing being that this money would 
be invested in the upkeep. This has 
not been done. During the past year 
the course has been allowed to deterio- 
‘rate until, at the close of the last sea- 
son, it was almost unplayable.’’ 

The increase, should it be made in 
spite of the opposition, will affect not 
only the membership of the five clubs 
that use the public links for their tour- 
naments, but also thousands of others 
who are not affiliated with any organi- 
zation. No figures are available as to 
the number that used the course in 1921, 
but in 1919 5.363 yearly permits were 
issued at $) cach and 6,114 dally per- 
mits at $1. During the same year the 
largest number of players 
courses at Van Cortlandt 
im a single day was 300. 


Last Year’s Revenue. 


Last year the revenue derived from 

the sale of yearly permits was $35,- 
815 and for datly permits $11,379, 
according to the report of the De- 
partment of Parks, Borough of the 
Bronx. 


Commenting on the increased fee then, 
the report gays: ‘* When the increase 
in golf fees was:made from $1 to $5, 
there was more or less criticism and 


opposition. The establishment of these 
fees was initiated wholly by this de- 
partment without suggestion from any 
other source. The question was not 
whether it was a popular or unpopular 
thing to do; the — was whether 
{t was the right thing to do. It proved 
to be the right thing, and it has proved 
to be popular with the general public, 
end. no dissatisfaction whatever has 
been expressed since the first flurry. 

“Those who opposed the fee proposi- 
tion now freely admit the correctness 
of the principle that where spectal ser- 
vice is rendered to the public, or part 
of the pubiic, special ‘compensation 
should be charged to cover outlay. 

*'The practice in vogue here is now 
being generally imitated throughout the 
country in large cities.’’ 


Attitude of the Players. 


The following letter to The New York 
Times from a public course player indi- 
cates the attitude of that body of golfers 
on ‘the question of increased fees: 


Golf permits are usually issued early 
in December, and, not having received 
mine, I inquired of the Commissioner 
of Parks for the Bronx as to the cause 
of the delay, and was told that the 
city contemplates increasing the rental 
privileges of-golf players. 

I-am a public golf player. one who 
eannot afford to belong to a country 
club and who has not the time to 
use the golf Iinks on any other days 
except Saturdays, Sundays and holi- 
days, and I pay $7.50 rental for a 
jJocker in the Bronx and $5 additional 
for a: pormit yearlv. There ere un- 
ward of 800 lockers,for which the 
city receives a resiai of $u.ulu. and 
$5 for each permit, making a total 
of $10,000 yearly. In addition, there 
have been issued this year upward of 
12,000 daily permits, making a total 
income to the city from the Van Cort- 
landt and other golf links of upward 
of $22,000, and I am sure that I under- 
atate the rea] returns by a very large 
amount. Surely the city is not ex- 
pected to make money on its public 

rivileges, and if the matter were re- 
ferred to the Meayor’s Committee on 
Rent Profiteering it might be that 
they would decide that the city should 
not :profiteer with its golf link privi- 
legec, Yet {t would he Inter-eting 
to know what the reasons-aro for the 
incicase on these Cha.sg.8

RICKARD EXPLAINS 
RECEIVERSHIP SUIT 


Declares Armstrong Has Never! 


Been His Partner in Gar- 
den Enterprises. , 


Tex Rickard yesterday sent to the 
newspapers his first formal statement 


concerning the matters at issue in the | 


suit brought against him by Frank C. 
Armstrong. Temporary 
Rickard's Madison Square Garden enter- 
prises have already been named, as a 


Mr. Rickard’s 
statement follows: 


in the first place, I already have se- 
cured from the court a stay of exe- 
cution in the matter of a neceiver- 
ship. No receivers will take posses- 
sion of the properties until I have had 
a chance to prove to the court that 
the appointment of receivers is an ac- 
tion wnich is wholly unwarranted and 
not within the law as regards my 
properties. , 

Not only are the Madison Square 
Garden enterprises under my control 
well managed and well conducted, but 
they are showing profits which, in 
ratio to investment, are beyond any- 
thing of their kind in the world. Of 
ali the many boxing shows which I 
have put on within the Garden since 
I took control, only two ever lost 
money. One was $2,000 loser and the 
other lost $6,000. That,*1 am confi- 
dent, is a record without parallel. 

Naturally, then, I am prepared not 
only to show: that my management of 
the properties has rolled up huge prof- 
its for both concerns, but also to show 
that the management of those prop- 
erties by receivers would, instead of 
helping financial matters, possibly act 
the other way. 


Claim ef Partnership. 


Armstrong’s claims that he was 2. 
partner of mine in securing the lease 
on the Garden and that he was a part- 
ner of mine in other ventures ts an 


absurdity. I say that Armstrong never 
was a partner of mine in the full 
sense of the word. 

It is true that we held stock in the 
same oil company. But that didn’t 
make us partners any more than it 
would make a bootblack and a million- 
aire partners in a mining company if 
the bootblack held a single share of 
ten-cent stock and the millionaire 
owned a million dollars’ worth. 

I have known Armstrong for years. 
We were friends. But that doesn’t 
mean business partnership. I never 
got a dollar from Armstrong and he 
never got a dollar from me. We never 
exchanged money in any way in a 
business deal. We did discuss various 
business enterprises, as is the usual 
procedure among business men who 
are business friends. But we never 
were in any business partnership at 
any time and I defy Armstrong to 
prove otherwise. 

His suit against me is for half the 
profits of my ventures in the Garden. 
He charges that I agreed that he was 
to be @ partner of mine and that, when 
the lease was signed, I declared him 
out, after he (so he claims) had as- 
sisted me in getting the lease. That 
is unture. I got the lease. Arm- 
strong had nothing whatsoever to do 
with conciuding the deal. 

When I first started negotiations for 
the Garden lease, Armstrong, hearing 
about it, came to me and said he 
thought he could help me. I wel- 
comed his help, assuming that he 
meant to help me as one friend helps 
another. He told me that he could 
get some of his friends to back the 
venture, but they never materialized. 


Venture Successful from Start. 


When I found that Armstrong, with 
all the influence he professed to have, 
could do nothing for me, I went ahead 
with my own ideas and plans about 


getting the lease. ‘I did get the lease 
and concluded the deal without help 
from Armstrong. Then John Ring- 
ling became an associate of mine. We 
went ahead and operated the Garden 
according to ideas which I had. Our 
venture was a success from the start 
and we made plenty of money all 
through the 1929-1921 season. 

Armstrong did nothing at all for 
seven months. Then when he heard 
that we were making money and en- 
joying undreamed-of prosperity, Arm- 
strong decided to declare himself in. 
So he sued me, charging that I had 
agreed to let him be my partner, that 
he had helped me conclude the deal 
which got for me the lease, and he 
demanded that the court rule that I 
give hin’ half the profits which had 
come from the hard work which Ring- 
ling and I had engaged in through op- 
a the Garden. 

rmstrong never put a nny into 

the Madison Square Garden venture, 
never offered to put up-a single penny 
or any other sort of money: we never 
had any agreements, written or oral, 
which could in any wise give him the 
idea that. when I had concluded the 
lease he was a partner of mine in 
any sense of the word. 

That is my story and it fs the truth 
and it will be supported tn the courts 
of law when the proper time comes.

Comment on Current Events in Sports. 


BASEBALL 


If there was any doubt anywhere as 
to the wisdom of baseball:'men in choos- 
ing one year ago Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis as their Commigsioner, with 
the subsequent. investing of supremé 
power in the noted jurist that doubt 
has been dispelled. he only objection 
against the Judge then was that he was 
lacking in baseball knowledge, but he 
proved here during the last week that 
he has overitzk°n most of the sport’s 
leaders in this respect and is actually 
many miles ahead of the others. 

Two weeks ago five of the leading 
minor leagues in the country were set 
against any return of the draft—that ar- 
rangement whereby elubs of higher 
classification may select from clubs of 
lower class any player desired by pay- 
ing a specified price. For years the 
draft had been possible and it enabled 


the ball player to move along to the 
highest ranks of his profession if he had 
the ability. No club owner or set of 
owners could hold him back, 

Came the time when the smaller 
leagues found reason for complaint with 
the workings of the plan. Like all hu- 


man institutions it hud its faults, and® 


abuses were not entirely lacking. The 
cure, as some of the minors saw it, 
was to break away entirely from the 
Majors and retain their players as‘long 
as desired, or sell at figures far above 
the prices of the past. The result was 
the shackling of th eplayer and the 
denying of his right to advance to the 
peak of his profession. 

Judge Landis sounded a warning at 
the meeting of the minor leaguers in 
Buffalo ten days ago. He told them 
that a sport with unfairness to the 
player as part of its foundation was 
not worthy of the name, that such a 
sport could not be truly called our na- 
tional game while fostering a spirit so 
un-American. Even then some of the 
minor leaguers did not see fit to heed 
the warning and one big minor league, 
in session here last week, took the 
stand that it could not act until a seven- 
year agreement to such conditions, as 
Judge Landis had condemned, 
pired. Only a vote in favor of a change 
was needed, and any agreement ever 
made could be changed, but the Inter- 
national League preferred to dodge the 
issue. 

Judge Landis arrived here the follow- 
ing day and‘ for a 
days he continued to argue his case for 
the shackled ball player against the op- 
pressive minor league club owner. He 
talked it to the major Jeaguers, already 
n favor of restoring the draft, and he 
reiterated it to the minor league com- 
mitteemen who were here. He could 
see further ahead than many men who 
have been in baseball for years, and he 


finally had the satisfaction of seeing the | 


majors and the non-draft minors closer 
together than they had been since the 
original break. 

An agreement In the near future seems 
likely with the five minor leagues join- 
ing the twenty-one which declined to ob- 
struct the ball player’s path to success.

The past week has repeated and in 
some respects emphasized what has 
seemed to be a paradox of the finan- 
cial 
market responding with great excite- 


situation—a foreign exchange 


ment to the developments of interna- 
tional politics, yet stock markets 
, which appeared to be indifferent to all 
! such news. Even on the London Stock 
, Exchange, where one might have ex- 
i pected to find reflection of the Irish 
settlement as well as the Washington 
conference and the German negotia- 
tions, recovery in prices has been only 
fitful. 


British Government .bonds have in- 


deed come up a point or more fn the 


past week, but that would be'explain- 


able on the same grounds as the risé 
in our own war loans, most of which 
occurred before the important political 
news had operated as an influence, 
i and meantime even Government bonds 
hardly Our 
own stock market has been little 
{more than a travesty of response to 
the week’s important news: it was 
much more sensitive to vague reports 
of an understanding with the Mexican 
Government over regulation of oil pro- 
duction than to actual news of an 
understanding with Japan regarding 
control of the Pacific or with England 
regarding armaments. The standard 
investment stocks have hardly stirred. 

Since a stock market cannot in the 
nature of things be wholly unaffected 
by such news as that at Washington, 
it would seem to follow that the in- 
fluence of that news must have been 
offset by other considerations. It is 
difficult to find such offsetting influ- 
ences except in the continued low vol- 
ume of business activity, the narrow- 
ing range of business profits and the 
uncertain outlook for railway traffic. 
These are practical considerations, but 
they are not novel. 

They have arisen in precisely the 
same form during every period of de- 
pression after every great financial 
panic of the past; and of 1920 we must | 
remember that if it was not marked | 
by any such acute convulsion of credit 
culminating in a single disastrous day. 
as those of 1907 and 1893 and 1873, 
that was because our present ma- 
chinery of credit was capable of avert- 
ing the, single concentrated shock, but 
not of preventing the resultant forced 
liquidation, industrial contraction, un- 
employment of labor and agricultural! 
distress. What has to be remembered 
also, however, is that distinct recov- 
ery, sometimes of a surprising vigor. 
followed the twelve-month period of 
liquidation even in those older panic 
periods, and that it always took the 
markets by surprise. 

Assuming the uncertain outlook for 
trade recovery to be the cause of the 
hesitant stock market, there is to this 
extent an element of the illogical about 
it—that markets have been asserting 
for months that recovery in the Amer- 
ican situation depends on recovery in 
Europe, yet that foreign exchange is 
now rising on the betterment of Eu- 
rope’s prospects at the moment when 
stocks are halting through increased 
doubt over our own. In time these in- 
consistencies will be smoothed out. It 
must not be forgotten that even for- 
eign exchange was very slow in recog- 
nizing the improvement of Europe's 
economic status. 

That market has reflected alternate- 
ly the changing attitudes of the public 
| mind gsegarding the European problem. 
| During the early part of 1919 the de- 

cline in sterling from its wartime 
pegged price was very slow. People 
were talking then of immediate Euro- 
pean recuperation. In 1920 and a good 
part of 1921, Europe was given over 
for lost and the hysterical fall in 
sterling measured the public’s emo- 
tional view of the situation. It may 
be, notwithstanding the very real re- 
covery which has occurred in Europe, 
that the public mind is now going to | 
the other extreme—at least to the ex- 
\tent of declaring that something can 
be done overnight to cure all of Eu- 
rope’s ills. 

Such an idea would account for the 
occasionally hysterical character of the 
past week's sterling market. Over- 
night cures are not often witnessed, 
however. Usually, what is done in the 
way of spectacular relief turns out to 
have been mostly valuable for stopping 
the progress of disease. This was so 
with the famous undertaking to stabi- 
lize exchange and stop gold exports in 
the days of our own vicious public 
, finance of the nineties. 

The contract between the Govern- 
ment and an international banking 
syndicate to prevent a further drain 
on the Treasury's gold reserve was an- 
|mnounced very suddenly in February, 
1895, and Wall Street imagined the 
whole problem to have been solved. 
But it was not. A long course of slow 
recovery through fits own reform, re- 
trenchments and sound-financial legis- 
lation was necessary before the United 
States got on its feet again, and in the 
meantime the remedial plan itself very 
nearly broke down. Germany’s expe- |

Germany Considered Able to 
Pay, but the Wish !s to 
Avoid Coercion. 


WHY FOREIGN LOAN FAILED 


Bellef That Terms Must Be Imposed 
to Compel Proper Finance Meth- 
ods by German Government.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—As the London 
| financial market ‘sees it, the German 
| position forms the most pressing prob- 
| lem* for consideration by the leading 
| powers, but equally important, if not 
quite so urgent, is the question of in- 


ternational indebtedness arising out of 
ithe war as it affects financial and 
| commercial relations between the dif- 


| ferent countries. There js believed to 
| be great scope in this for a thoroughly 
representative and workmanlike con- 
| ference—even if it must be admitted 
that experience of past conferences 
does not make for confidence in the 
upshot of another. 

Germany’s plea of her inability to 
; pay in full the instalments due on rep- 
|arations account in January and Feb- 
ruary has brought the crisis to a head 
a little in advance of the time ex- 
| pected. In the City it was not thought 


\}|that Germany would default on the 





January payment, as all evidence had 
‘pointed Ao her ability to meet this 
requisition and also the smaller sum 
due in February. 

Aspects of the German Position. 


It is necessary to look at the matter 


Yfrom the viewpoint not of the German 


Government but of the German na- 
tion. The German Government is 
known to be poor, but, as financla) 
London holds, its poverty is of its own 
making. That is to say, Germany has 
failed to impose adequate taxation and 
| has deliberately dissipated its wealtb 
on subsidies and other extravagances. 
It {is suspected, moreover, of having 
made large purchases of dollars un- 
known to the Reparations Commis- 
sion.

changed its view that Germany can 
pay and must be made to pay. The 
only point on which there was diver- 
gence of judgment was in regard to 
methods to be employed to secure such 
payment without precipitating a crisis 
or intensifying the present economic 
difficulties.

As to the question of a German loan 
{in London, there has never been any 
doubt as to Germany’s inability to 
raise such a loan, or even secure ex- 
tensive credits here. The German 
Government’s failure to arrive at any 
| agreement with her own industrialists, 
who alone could provide the necessary 
| guarantees for such a loan, was suf- 
ficient in itself to block the way to a 
large operation of this kind. The Allies 
must now make up their minds 
whether they will proceed to extreme 
measures of coercion or submit to 
postponement. 

There appears to be no real neces- 
|sity for foregoing the January and 
| February instalments, but if the Allies 
| listen to the views of the best financial 
| experts, they will study very carefully 

the advisability of granting delay to 

Germany. In the judgment of such 
| experts, however, that delay will be 
| useless unless. accompanied by strict 

conditions in regard to a complete 
‘change in the German Government’s 

System of finance. The néxt move 

dbviously rests with the Allies. It is 

awaited with deepest interest and anx- 
lety, but in the meantime it seems to 

London that a sharp blow has been ad- 

ministered to the exchange markets 

which were lately showing such grati- 
fying powers of recuperation.

Merchant Permitted to Give “Cost” 
or ‘“‘Market” Pricesa—Exact Rec- 
ords Must Be Kept. 


Information regarding inventories in 
conformity with the new revenue act is 
given in a statement issued yesterday 
by Frank K. Bowers, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for Manhattan. 

“Merchants, manufacturers and busi- 
ness men generally need experience no 
difficulty in taking their inventories for 
the year 1921 to conform with the new 
Revenue act,’’ said Mr. Bowers. ‘‘ The 
language of the Revenue act of 1918 and 
the Revenue act of 1921 (Section 203), 
relating to inventories are identical: 

‘‘* That whenever in the opinion of 
the Commissioner the use of the inven- 


tories fis necessary in order clearly to 
determine the income of any taxpayer, 
inventories shall be taken by such tax- 
payer upon such basis as the Commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the secre- 
tary, may prescribe as conforming as 
nearly as may be to the best accounting 
practice in the trade or business and as 
most clearly reflecting the income.’ 

‘* Present Treasury regulations provide 
that inventories must be valued at 
either ‘ cost’ or ‘ cost ar market, which- 
ever is lower.’ Taxpayers were permit-| 
ted, regardless of their past practice, to/| 
adopt the ‘cost or market basis, which- 
ever is lower,’ in taking their inven- 
tories for 1920. Thereafter, the regula- 
tions provide, changes can be made only 
after permission is obtained from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

‘‘In the case of a merchant ‘cost’ 
means the cost of raw materials and 
supplies, expenditures for labor and in- 
direct costs incident to proditction, in- 
cluding a reasonable proportion of 
management expenses, but not including 
any cost of selling or securing return on 
capital. 

‘' * Market ’ means the current bid price 
prevailing at the date of the inventory 
for the particular merchandise. The bur- 
den of proof as to the correctness of 
the price rests upon the taxpayer in 
each case. Where no open market quota- 
tions are available, the taxpayer must 
use such evidence of a fair market price 
at the dates nearest the inventory as 
may be available, such as specific trans- 
actions or compensation paid for can- 
cellation of contracts or purchase com- 
mitments. Where, because of abnormal 
conditions the faxpayer has regularly 
sold merchandise at prices lower than 
the market bid price, the inventory may 
be valued at such prices. The correct- 
ness of such prices will be determined 
by reference to the actual sales of the 
taxpayer for a reasonable period before 
and after the date of inventory. Prices 
which vary materially from the actual 
prices so ascertained will not be ac- 
cepted as reflecting the market. 

“The value of each item in the In- 
ventory may be measured by cost or 
market, whichever is lower. An entire 
stock may not be inventoried at cost 
and also at market price, and the lower 
of the two inventories used. Inventories 
on whatever basis taken will be sub- 
ject to investigation by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, and the tax- 
payer must satisfy the Commissioner 
of the correctness of the prices adopted. 
He must be prepared to show both the 
cost and the market price of each ar- 
ticle included in the inventory.

letters and symbols.

Walsh Charges Conspiracy. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—Frank P. Walsh, 
counsel for the shop crafts organiza- 
tion,’ said tonight that if the railroads 
were successful in their contention, it 
would mean the destruction of the Rail- 
road Labor Board. 

““The railroads are in a nation-wide 
conspiracy to avoid the provisions of 
the Transportation act, so far as it 
safeguards the rights of the railway em- 
ployes and the public,” said Mr. Walsh, 
‘ by pretending that they are contract- 
ing and leasing out to sub-contractors 
and padrones the most important func- 
tions in the operation of the railroads. 
The employes claim that the alleged 
private contracts are crooked devices to 
dodge the clear provisions of the Trans- 
portation act. 

‘* The so-called private contractors are 


pretending not only to actually maintain 
the rights of way of the railroads, 
but, independent of rariroad control, to 
have charge of the repairs and main- 
tenance of equipment of the railroads, 
including the safety devices upon which 
the lives and limbs of the traveling pub- 
lic must depend for safety. 

‘In order to avoid the provisions of 
the Transportation act favorable to their 
employes and the public the railroads 
boldly assert that they nave surrendered

imposed upon them by their charters. 
They claim that they have turned these 
duties over to the myriad of private 
contractors, individuals and corporations 
—the majority perhaps being without 
financial responsibility and many of 
them shown to nave had no previous 
railroad experience. 

‘““The railroad companies have suc~- 
ceeded in covering. their tracks in many 
parts of the country, but this hearing 
should rip the lid off the entire con- 
spiracy. Unless the law reaches in with 
a,strong hand, the general public will 
be left open to exploitation in a man- 
ner unparalleled in the worst days of 
railroad abuse and graft. 

“The railroads are attempting, un- 
der the scheme, a device of private con- 
tracts, to farm out to alleged private 
contractors the work hitherto performed 
by approximately 1,000,000 of the rail- 
| way employes of the country in their 
shops and maintenance of way depart- 
ments. If they succeed in this adventure 
it will mean the absolute destruction 
of the Ratlroad Labor Board and expose 
the already overburdened public to the 
| unchecked rapacity of the railroads and 
\their confederates in the advancing 
army of private contractors.

TO RESTORE OYSTER FIELD. |CLOAK UNION DENIES 


State Conservation Commission Finds 
Way to Provide More Seed. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Dec. 18.—Harly restoration 
of the oyster industry in this State is 
promised as a result of experiments con- 
ducted by the State Conservation Com- 
mission, Commissioner Ellis J. Staley 
announced tonight. Within the last few 


years the annual oyster harvest of 
3,000,000 bushels has shrunk at least a 
half and $1,000,000 has been lost. In 
1921 the State leased 21,000 acres’ of 


#4,000 acres were under cultivation. The 
State lost $10,000 in taxes alone, and 
unless a supply of seed becomes availa- 
ble, it stands to lose much more. 

The growth of cities and industries 
has had {ts effect on the oyster industry, 
because of the pollution of the waters 
where the oysters formerly spawned. In 
Great South Bay enormous quantities of 
spawn may “ set’’ on the shells in cer- 
tain years, but the set does not live. 
Unless some other means of cultivation 
is developed, the oyster industry de- 
pending upon this supply will disappear. 

Experiments which the Conservation 
Commission has conducted show that 
the necessary concentration of set oc 
curs periodically in Great South Bay. 
Success was had in obtaining a set on 
artificial collectors at the time the set 
on planted shells died. It has been 
found that this artificial set can be de- 
tached in quantities three weeks after 
setting at a size representing 500,000 
oysters to the bushel, and that one 
bushel becomes 100 bushels after two 
months’ growth under practical condi- 
tions. Under these conditions an un- 
limited supply o fseed Is optainable. 

The Cold Spring hatchery, it has been 
found, can be equipped for use dur- 
ing the Summer months for shellfish 
hatching and can produce over ten mil- 
lion oysters a season. It is believed 
that the experiments will prove that 
clams and scallops can be propagated. 

Commissioner Staley believes that by 
| the establishment of an experimental 
hatchery the oyster industry can be

STORM BATTERED, 
POTOMAC ARRIVES 


Seven Lifebéats and Four Rafts 
‘Swept Away in 120-Mile 
Hurricane. ~- 


CAPTAIN AND SEAMAN HURT 


ae 


Liner’s Steering Gear Disabled for 
Two Hours—Worst Weather in 
25 Years, Officers Say. 


With the captain, chief officer and 
two seamen suffering from _ brulses, 
@even lifeboats and four rafts lost and 
® general storm-battered appearance, the 
steamer Potomac of the United States 


Lines, made fast yesterday at Pier 4, 
Hoboken, after a fifteen-days’ voyage 
from Bremen in the worst weather 
known in the Atlantic for the last 
twenty-five years. When the hurricane 
was at its zenith at 8:30 on Sunday a 
week ago the steering gear was disabled 
for two hours, but Captain William Mc- 
Leod managed with great difficulty to 
keep the liner’s head to the'sea with her 
two propellers. 

The force of the northwest wind was 
then 120 miles an hour, the Captain said, 
and in one of her rolls in the trough 
of the sea the Potomac went over to an 
angle of 46 degrees. When that occurred 
those of the passengers imprisoned 
below decks who were not. seasick 
prayed hard, the stewards said. 

The Potomac left Bremen at 3 P. M., 
Dec. 3, for New York with-105 cabin 
and 192 third-class passengers. The 
weather was fairly good for this season 
of the year, the Captain said, until 
the night of Dec. 10, when the glass fell 
rapidly and radio messages were re- 
ceived from ships that were buffeting 
the advancing storm frem the north- 
west. 

By 8 A. M. on Dec. 11 the wind had 
reached a velocity of 120 miles and seas 
were washing over the ship fore and aft. 
Chief Officer Richard Albrecht with the 
watch on deck was taking extra turns 
on.the poat lashings which had become 
loosened by the rolling and ree of 
the ship. When he climbed the ladd 
to the poop to attend to some liferafts 
that were nearly adrift, a sea knocked 
him off and he fell into the well deck, 
e@ distance of eight feet. He was severe- 
ly bruised. Two of the seamen with him 
were swept along the deck and dashed 
against iron stanchions with a force 
that left them breathless. 

While the work of lashing down the 
boats and sheet anchor was progressing 
one of the rods of the steering gear 
Inboard snapped and the Potomac fell 
over into the trough of the sea for a 
few minutes. Captain MacLeod finally 
got her head to sea with her propellers 
a difficult feat on account of the force 
of the hurricane against the high super- 
atructure of the vessel. 

Seven lifeboats on the starboard 
were swept away one after another. One 
@wung inboard and narrowly missed 
amming the captain against the deck- 

rouse. When the Potomac went over 
to forty-six degrees, which is almost the 
extreme limit that a steamship can roll 
@nd recover, the crew had to hang on 
“like molasses to a blanket,’’ as the 
cook said, and the passengers below 
Were hurled off their feet. 

During the two hours that the steering 
zear was out of commission the liner 
wallowed in the trough of the sea with 
the two propellers just managing to 
keep her head to it. Four of the life 
rafts on the starboard side aft followed 
the seven lifeboats over the rail. 

P. A. S. Franklin, President of the 
International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany. received a cable dispatch yester- 
day from the White Star Line office in 
Southampton stating. that the damage 
@one to the Hiner Olympic in the recent 
storm consisted of the smashing of 
twenty-four ports and six patent win- 
dows on the lower deck by the seas and 
the wetting of carpets and furniture in 
some of the rooms.
